WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress faces an emergency elec­ 
tion year fight over the financ­ 
ing of political campaigns be­ 
cause of a Supreme Court deci­ 
sion that changes some poet- 
Watergate spending rules end 
clouds their enforcement.

“Now,” 
penned Thomas 
Paine in the winter of 1775, “is 
the seed-time of continental un­ 
ion, faith and honor.” But in 
that first season of Revolution, 
prospects for the harvest look­ 
ed poor. 
Fired with enthusiasm for 
their cause, and successful on 
the battlefield at Lexington, 
Concord and Ticonderoga, the 
American rebels were full of 
confidence in their Revolution. 
But winter’s freezing tempera­ 
tures began to cod the fires of 
patriotism. 
George 
Washington was 
among the afflicted. Before de­ 
parting Philadelphia in June 
1775 to take command of the 
Army surrounding the British 
in Boston, he had written to his 
wife: “I shall rely ... on that 
Providence which has here­ 
tofore preserved and been 
bountiful to me, not doubting 
but that I shall return safe to 
you in the fall.” 
By September he’d been dis­ 
abused of such notions. To the 
Continental Congress in Phila­ 
delphia he wrote on Sept. 21: 
“It gives me great pain to be 
obliged to solicit the attention 
of the honourable Congress to 
the state of this army in terms 
which imply the slightest ap­ 
prehension of being neglected. 
But 
my 
situation 
is 
in­ 
expressibly distressing, to see 
the winter fast approaching 
upon a naked army, the time of 
their service within a few 
weeks of expiring, and no pro- 


Perhaps the complaint was 
exaggerated, but it brought a 
special commission from Con­ 
gress to look into the problems. 
Meanwhile, one of the great 
fiascoes of the Revolution was 
beginning — the attempt by the 
colonists to capture Canada 
from the British to secure the 
Canadians as allies and deny to 
the Redcoats a base of oper­ 
ations on America's northern 
frontier. 
Col. Benedict Arnold, with a 
column of soldiers, marched on 
Quebec while Brig. Gen. Rich­ 
ard Montgomery, with another 
force, headed for Montreal, and 
finally captured that city. But 
he was killed in the assault on 
Quebec on Dec. 31, 1775, and 
Arnold was wounded seriously. 
Quebec, built on hills over­ 
looking the St. Lawrence, was 
too strong a fortress for the 
Americans to take, and the t lg- 
ors of winter had »'Aliened 
them. More 
.nan half the 
American forceof 800 men was 
captured. Sixty others were 
killed in the battle. 
Back in Boston it wasn’t go­ 
ing much better. Washington's 
army, 13,743 strong in early 
July, shrunk to 5,582 in late De­ 
cember. And it was strung out 
along a dozen miles of earth­ 
works which kept 10,000 Red­ 
coats bottled up—warm and 
comfortable—in the besieged 
city. He hadn't the strength to 
fight and the British, fortunate­ 
ly, didn’t want to either. 
The new year rose on the 
first continental flag to fly over 
an American army. Among 
those to see it was Martha 
Washington who had joined her 
husband on Dec. 14. It had 13 
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red and white stripes and a Un­ 
ion Jack where the stars now 
are. 
Washington was still surviv­ 
ing by the grace of British leth­ 
argy and help was on the way. 
In Philadelphia, on Jan. 10, 
Paine 
published 
“Common 
Sense," a pamphlet that in­ 
spired the colonists to inde­ 
pendence, and somewhere be­ 
tween Ticonderoga and Boston 
an overweight bookseller was 
puffing to Washington’s rescue. 
Col. Henry Knox, in com­ 
mand of some oxen, horses and 
teamsters, arrived in Boston on 
Jan. 18 with 59 pieces of heavy 
artillery captured from the 
British the previous summer at 
Ticonderoga. In an epic feat, 
he'd drug them by sled across 
200 miles of snowy mountains 
and icy rivers. 
On March 2 the rebels began 
a bombardment. Two days lat­ 
er, under cover of darkness and 
fog, they dug in, with cannon, 
on Dorchester Heights, over­ 
looking Boston from the south. 
American batteries now men­ 
aced the city. Yankee guns 
could hit the British and their 
fleet below but English weap­ 
ons couldn't hit the American 
positions above. 
Maj Gen. William Howe, the 
British command«', launch an 
attack, but a severe storm 
forced an end to the engage­ 
ment before battle could begin. 
By March 8 Howe saw his posi­ 
tion could not be defended. He 
offered to abandon Boston with­ 
out burning it down, if Wash­ 
ington would allow him to with­ 
draw unimpeded. Washington 
agreed and the Redcoats de­ 
parted by ship on March 17, 
bound for Nova Scotia. Even­ 
tually they would sail for New 
York and, with reinforcements, 
form an army of 25,000. 
Washington was distressed. 
The British occupation of New 
York, which he had expected, 
threatened to split the country 
at the Hudson River, isolating 
north from south. 
But the Congress and others 


hailed Boston's liberation as a 
great victory. 
Harvard College gave Wash­ 
ington an honorary dagraa and 
Congress ordered him up a 
medal. With it came a citation 
reading in part: 


’ 
“Those pages in the annals of 
America will record your title 
to a conspicuous (dace in the 
temple of fame which shall in­ 
form posterity that under your 
direction, an undisciplined band 


of husbandmen, on the course 
of a few months became sol­ 
diers ...” 
Thoughtful patriots, the new 
medal holder among them, 
were not so sanguine. The war 
had hardly begun and the first 
campaigns weren't resounding 
successes. 
The next winter Paine, now 
serving with Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene, would take up his pen 
again and write: ’These are 
the times that try men's souls.”

In this sense they may help a 
person develop a much better 
life for the future. 
Not all depressions are 
swings between manic over- 
active behavior and deep 
depression The plain simple 
depression that is so common 
may never be associated with 
a swing to manic behavior 
Often a skilled professional 
can get at the cause of the 
depression fairly soon, and 
with a limited number of 
sessions provide enough sup­ 
port to work through the 
problem. 
Not all professionals handle 
a depression properly. It is not 
a time for a silent uncom­ 
municative doctor. The doctor 
must take a more positive ap­ 
proach and provide some 
meaningful support to bring 
out the problems and allow 
the patient to work through 
the cycle. If a patient with a 
depression gets an unrespon­ 
sive uncommunicative person 
he or she cannot relate to. the 
best approach is to find a doc­ 
tor one can relate to 
The presence of modern 
drugs makes it possible for 
patients to receive some relief 
rather early in treatment, 
when that is indicated. 
Now I don’t know that your 
wife really has a depression 
but it is certainly the one thing 
that is often missed. While' 
focusing on the possibility of 
cancer, anemia, thyroid dis­ 
orders and the countless 
things that structurally go 
wrong with the body, the doc­ 
tor may not always give 
proper weight to the influence 
of the emotions in creating 
real pain and exhaustion in a 
patient. So it is at least worth 
considering.
